FOREWORD 
I think that I nev er realized 
the fu ll fascination and import­ 
ance of history u ntil H. G. Wells 
wrote his Ou tline of History . And 
then Hendry kx Van Loon came 
along with his perfectly delight­ 
fu l Story of Mankind and his 
equ ally 
delightfu l 
Geography , 
which is really more history 
than geography . 
These two hu man benefactors 
showed me how history shou ld 
be written. 
They showed me 
that it was possible to present 
the facts to the casu al reader, 
withou t presenting him with a 
terrible headache at the same 
time. Bu t they left me u nsatis­ 
fied. For they left ou t so many 
facts that I wanted to know. 
Neither of them, for instance, 
told me what became of the mil­ 
lions of slav es in the Roman 
Empire after the Roman legions 
mov ed ou t and the barbarians 
mov ed in. Neither of them told 
me what became of the Jews 
after the Romans finally de­ 


stroy ed Jeru salem. 
Neithei; of 
them told me that I had 4,096 
grandfathers and grandmothers, 
in the twelfth generation back 
of me, presu mably liv ing some­ 
where a t the time the May flow­ 
er landed at Ply mou th Rock—or 
that someone mu st ex plain the 
seemingly impossible fact that 
I had ov er thirty -fou r billion 
grandfathers and grandmothers 
liv ing somewhere when William 
the Conqu eror landed in Eng­ 
land. 
History becomes as real and 
v iv id as y esterday , when y ou find 
a way to tie u p distant ev ents 
with ou r own ancestors. For the 
history of mankind is the history 
of ou r own grandfathers and 
grandmothers. They were part 
of it—and they helped to make 
it. 
Up to the present time histor­ 
ians are fairly well agreed that 
we know nothing definite of the 
history of any race of men earl­ 
ier than abou t six

Polish Press In 
Protest Against 
Mov es By Hitler 


Newspa pers Accuse Germa ny 
o f La y ing Pla ns to Cut 
Po la nd fro m the 
Sea . 


Warsaw, May 2 (A^)—^Polish 
newspapers bitterly accu sed Ger­ 
many today of a long-standing 
intrigu e aimed at bu ilding a wall 
to cu t Poland from the sea. 
Newspaper comment also indi­ 
cated that Foreign Minister Jos­ 
eph Beck, in a speech Friday be­ 
fore 
the sejm 
(parliament), 
might categorically reject Ger­ 
many ’s demands for retu rn of 
Danzig to the reich from its 
present free statu s, and for an 
ex traterritorial railway and road 
across the Polish Corridor. These 
proposals already had been cou n­ 
tered 
by 
Polish 
su ggestions 
which Adolf Hitler in his Reich­ 
stag speech constru ed as a re­ 
jection. 
Sou rces close to the foreign 
office said Beck in his speech 
wou ld demand ex tra gu arantees 
for Polish rights in Danzig. 
Whether he wou ld go so far as 
to su bscribe to demands in the 
opposition press for a Polish pro­ 
tectorate ov er the free city was 
another matter. 
The official Gazeta Polska, re­ 
cou nting Germany ’s desire for 
a path across the corridor, re­ 
called that in 1927 Alfred Rosen­ 
berg, the present high theoreti- 
can of the Nazi regime, wrote 
that the main object of German 
policy was to remov e the ex ist­ 
ence of the Polish state. 
Now, the paper said, Hitler’s 
obv iou s policy was to remov e 
Poland from the Baltic. It add­ 
ed that the Polish-German non­ 
aggression pact of 1934 which 
Hitler scrapped last week was 
“an ex periment with negativ e 
resu lts which prov ed Germany 
has no real intention of being 
a good neighbor to Poland.”

organ,

Zbrogna, declared “Germany has 
done 
ev ery thing 
possible 
to 
harm Poland, encircle her, in­ 
timidate her, isolate her.” 
It declared Germany had in­ 
cited the Czechs on the Polish 
frontier last fall, prepared a Uk- 
ranian separatist mov ement, and 
intrigu ed with Lithu ania to cre­ 
ate a nev 7 Lithu anian White 
Ru ssian state with Wilno (Vilno) 
as the capital.

A grou p of Repu blicans, in­ 
clu ding Senators Vandenberg of 
Michigan, Taft of Ohio and Bar­ 
bou r of New Jersey , has adv ocat­ 
ed a similar requ irement and has 
proposed also that relief admin­ 
istration be retu rned to the 
states. 
Aligned with Mr. Roosev elt in

U.S.May Ex tend 
Present Three 
Mile Sea Zone 


Sta te Depa rtment Co nsiders 
Twelv e-mile Zo ne o f 
Wa ters Aro und 
This Co untry . 


Washington, May 2 (^) — The 
state department, it was learned 
today , is inv estigating the na­ 
tional defense v alu e of establish­ 
ing a 12-mile zone of territorial 
waters arou nd the United States. ~ 
This ex tension of the, present 
three-mile limit of coastal con­ 
trol was proposed to the depart­ 
ment by Chairman Pittm an (D- 
Nev ) of the senate foreign rela­ 
tions committee. 
Pittm an said officials had ad­ 
v ised him the proposition was 
u nder consideration bu t that it 
was complicated by internation­ 
al qu estions, since the depart­ 
m ent wou ld prefer to take the 
step with other nations. 
“If we allow su bmarines and 
warships within three miles of 
ou r shore du ring a foreign war,” 
Pittm an said, “some of ou r ships 
will be su nk. And we don’t want 
war within three miles of ou r 
shores.” 
He said the proposal wou ld 
hav e peacetime benefits also, 
since it wou ld giv e the United 
States greater control Ov er the 
Alaskan fishing banks. Ameri­ 
can interests there, he declared, 
are in constant conflict w ith ^ 
those of Japanese fishermen who 
stretch their nets ju st ou tside 
the three-mile limit. 
Annou ncing that he did not 
contemplate offering any legis­ 
lation u nless the state depart­ 
m ent requ ested it, Pittm an said 
the three-mile limit might be. 
ex tended either by proclamation 
or by treaty . 
The United States set u p a 12- 
mile zone by treaty with Great 
Britain du ring prohibition in or­ 
der to make ru m -ru nner patrols 
more effectiv e. That limit was 
agreed u pon becau se 12 miles 
was abou t an hou r’s ru n from 
shore. 
The three-mile zone dates back 
to the time when a cannon wou ld 
shoot abou t that distance. It 
long has been accepted in inter­ 
national law as thè ex tent of 
territorial waters. 
Meanwhile, on Capitol Hill a 
nu mber of defense and neu tral­ 
ity plans were taking shape u n­ 
der the ev er-present threat of 
an ou tbreak of trou ble abroad.

Who Back Into First Place 


It is a real science to be able 
to give a good reason for doing 
a mean trick. 


Annapolis, Md. {JP) — Oarsmen 
are the funniest people. 
The Navy’s own private navy, 
the 1938 intercollegiate cham­ 
pion rowing crew, has hoisted 
anchor for the 1939 voyage to 
the Poughkeepsie regatta. Sev­ 
enty brawny young midshipmen 
are daily proving that crew is 
the topsy-turviest of sports. 
The 
oarsmen 
pever 
know 
where they’re going. 
It’s the only sport where the 
athletes back into fame, sitting 
down. 
A little guy who gets a free ride 
is absolute ruler over eight huge 
young men who do all the work. 
Oarsmen break their backs in 
an ascetic training routine over 
arduous months, and never get 
any applause. They dpn’t even 
get fancy uniforms like other 
athletes. 
They only rate the skimpiest 
trunks 
imaginable — “nothin’ 
much before” and a leather seat 
behind. 
They do their stuff far out on 
the water, away from the crowds 
that spur on other athletes. 
They work harder for less re­ 
turn than any other athletes — 
and they love it. 
The 70 fir-tall and oak-tough 
midshipmen, 
lashed 
by 
the 
tongues of half a dozen aspir­ 
ants for the coxswain’s seat in 
the varsity shell, are back on the 
historic 
Severn 
river, 
pulling 
their sweeps in slow, early season 
rhythm under the eyes of_ Coach 
C. S. (Buck) Walsh. 
The 
crewmen 
face 
three 
months of a Spartan regimen 
that would daunt a monk. Hours 
on end, day after day, the crews 
haul on their oars in monoto­ 
nous cadence. 
Already the crews have months 
of gruelling work behind them. 
Walsh has had the candidates 
busy every afternoon since late 
January, breaking their backs in 
the indoor tank as they tugged 


at long oars and never got any­ 
where. 
Navy’s crew is even more un­ 
usual than other varsity aggre­ 
gations in this topsy-turvy sport. 
The stroke oar last year was 
from arid New Mexico. Half of 
the crew candidates are from 
prairie states, where the most 
water they ever saw was a heavy 
dew. 
Walsh faces a tougher prob­ 
lem than other crew mentors in 
assembling a clock-precise unit 
from the assorted midshipmen 
who come from the 48 states. 
Most top flight crew schools 
draw from youths who have been 
on the water since childhood, 
but Walsh s candidates are large­ 
ly from states without a crew 
tradition, who never saw an oar 
until they arrived at the acad­ 
emy. 
Eight states were represented 
in the 1938 boat at Poughkeep­ 
sie that broke the hearts of the 
California and Washington crews 
to win the national champion­ 
ship and set a new course record.

citing tha t Pau l 
Mu rphy was 
not notified of the meeting and 
tha t as a resu lt the office of 
tru stee was vacant. 
The Democratic members in 
protesting against the election of 
Powell contended tha t M u rphy is 
not qu alified to sit as a com­ 
missioner and that the motion 
by Bru mfiel was lost.
